Crime Rate Increase in Suburbias Makes 
insurance Review Timely

an increase in 
vandalism and in the number of 
homes that have been broken into 
and robbed in our community re¬ 
cently,” a suburbanite writes. 
‘‘IIow can I make sure my prop¬ 
erty and possessions are ade¬ 
quately protected?” 

Suburbia—not the big cities, 
developed into the center of crim¬ 
inal activity in 1964, according to 
the FBI's newest statistical re¬ 
port on national crime. The mark¬ 
ed shift in criminal activity in¬ 
dicated that a general review of 
the insurance you have on your 
property and possessions is most 
timely right now—particularly if 
you’re living in a “green belt” 
outside the city limits or in a 
rural area. 

Newest figures released 
through the Justice Department 
show that major crimes increased 
18 per cent int he suburbs in 
1964, 5 per cent higher than the 
national average increase of 13 
per cent. By comparison, major 
crimes in cities of more than 100,- 
000 population increased only 11 
per cent. In addition, the report 
revealed that rural crimes, chief¬ 
ly against property, went up 9 
per cent. 

How well protected are you? Is 
your car, for example, covered 
for theft, vandalism, malicious 
mischief? Comprehensive auto in¬ 
surance will protect you in those 
instances as well as against loss 
caused by hail, water, flood, riot, 
explosion and other perils.

This is a very easy question to 
answer.

Don t crowd your oven. Place 
pans no less than an inch from 
the oven walls.
